Crews 
Battle 
Flames 


Fanned by heavy, per- 
sistent winds on Sunday, 
forest fires reared their 
heads in various parts of 
the province and created 
the most serious hazard 
since late in April and early 
in May, provincial forestry ' 
branch officials declared 
Monday. 

One bad blaze started late Sun- 
Gay afternoon on the south 
boundary of the Clearwater Re- 
eerve, 3 miles straight south of 
Rocky Mountain House. Forestry 
Officials from town were at the 
fire all night and this morning 
sent out every available man to 
fight the flames. A_ forestry 
truck left at nine o'clock with a 
load of food and fire fight equip- 
ment, | 
The fire was started by berry- 

pickers making coffee in a rasp- 
berry patch. The high winds of) 
Sunday swept the camp fire out of 
their control through timber which 
is very dry and where there is| 
heavy underbrush. | 


RAIN IS NEEDED 


No rain has fallen on the district 
for over three weeks and Officials 
are trying to keep the fire out of a 
valuable stand of heavy timber to} 
the north of the blaze and from| 
the settlement to the south. 

There is a_ well settled district 
along the north bank of the Clear- 
water river, two miles south of the 
fire and the fire fighters can drive 
cars and trucks almost to the blaze. 

The forestry crews in this section 
are also fighting the fire that start- 
ed on Teepee Pole creek in the 
Bow River forest reserve last week, 
Yesterday’s wind swept it north 
into the Clearwater reserve and it 
fs now about fifty miles south of 
town. There is no settlement there, |

21—The 
tush of the United States army 
and navy aircraft has hampered 
the filling of orders from abroad 
and figures available here showed 
last night that Great Britain and 
France at present have less than 
one plane delivered out of every 
three ordered in the United States. 
On the other hand, 


the foreign 
contracts have helped some factories 


to get into working trim for handl- 


ing domestic orders. 


Britain and France have placed 
the largest orders for war equip- 
ment purchased here since the Great 
War. They began to let warplane 


contracts in June of 1938, and the 
initial export license was issued by 
the United States state department 


first batch of permits totalling 
000,000. 


In the 13 months since, Britain 
and France have had licenses is- 
sued for them totalling $121,432,- 
419. But actual exports of war 
materials have amounted to only 
$36,170,352, about 30 per cent of 
the orders. The total number of 
| planes ordered here is calculated 

at 800 for France and 650 for 

Britain, and only about 450 have 

been delivered. 

Australia and Canada, likewise 
have received comparatively few 
deliveries on orders placed here for 
planes and other war equipment. 
Australia has thus far this year ob- 
tained export licenses for just under 
$5,000,000 and Canada for just under 
$2,000,000, but actual deliveries 
amount only to $176,000 and $591,955 
respectively.

Russia’s Gesture To Germany 


Not all the masters of optimism can 
deny the trade pact signed over the week- 


end between Russia and Germany is a 
Staggering blow to the peace front Britain 
and France are trying to erect in Europe. 
The two democracies have for many weary 
months been seeking to get the Soviet to 
co-operate with them. Thus far they have 
not succeeded, yet Germany, after a much 
less open effort to cajole Stalin, has ob- 
tained a vital agreement which cannot but 
strengthen her war powers. 

The stark threat of'a possible recon- 
ciliation, on a broader front than that sha- 
dowed forth by the trade pact, between 
Germany and Russia, now hangs dismally 
over Europe. Such a union would tip the 
balance of power disastrously against the 
democracies and would be an unmitigated 
calamity. 

Germany's offer of a trade agreement 
was made weeks ago as a bribe aganst the 
pledges of military co-operation preferred 
by the democracies to Stalin and Molotoff. 
Russia sat on the fence, holding a Dutch- 
man’s auction between the two groups, 
waiting to see which would bid higher. The 
fact that she has taken the German offer, 
at long last, is not certain proof that the 
Soviet has finally decided to come with- 
in the Nazi orbit. It may be—though this 
can be no more than a tenuous hope now— 
that Russia has made this bold stroke to 
persuade Britain and France to come more 
quickly to an acceptance of her terms, on 
penalty of further concessions by her to 
Germany. 

In any event, one thing is plain. The 
much-trumpeted clash of principle between 
Communism and Fascism is no barrier to 
co-operation, at least in the economic field, 
between Stalin and Hitler. Even if Russia 
remains benevolently neutral to Germany, 
without becoming her actual ally, the 
prospects for peace would be rudely 
shaken.

The first case of what was called “kidnap- 


ping” in Canadian police annals took place Aug. 
21, 1873, sixty-six years ago today at Toronto. 


The story is what shrouded in mystery 
owing to the desire of the victim, Robert Jaffray, 
id publicity, Mr. Jaffray, then a leading 
merchant high in the ranks of the Liberal party, 
long thereafter president of The Globe, and a 
senator from 1908 to his death, was induced to 
leave his house by two men who said they had 
come with a message for him from Hon. Adam 
Wilson, and that they were to take Jaffray to 
the judge's house, far in the east end. 

After driving for some time they turned into 
a secluded spot and attempted to drag Jaffray 
into a grove, but the future senator was “a mus- 
cular Christian” and used his fists so expertly 
that he was able to drive off his assailants and 
make his way to a nearby cottage whence he 
secured conveyance home. 

This was on August 21; but it was not until 
September 2 that the public knew anything about 
at day John Ross Robertson told the story 
in The Evening Telegram and accused the morn- 
ing papers, including The Globe, of concealing 
the case, though well aware of the facts.

Eventually, on September 13, two Toronto 
men, John and Thomas Doel, were arrested at 
Montreal charged with the crime. They were re- 
turned to Toronto. There was a sensational trial 
and Thomas Doel was sent to jail for two years, 
his brother being freed.

in which it was claimed Jaffray was to be im-
